KENTUCKY CROPS. 



Bfect i)f the Intt'nsfly Hot Wcatl'pr Last 
Week— UHtlook in Central and 
BMton SMtitm Pmnikle. 

The Weather Bureau in its weekly 
balletin eiys the paat week has heen 

intensely liot, witli o'^ca'-ionnl local 
showers. lo the weetero portion ut the 
State, the ratnfall was verjr light and the 
drouth is liecominjr very peveie ; in tin' 
central and eastern sevtionp, the con- 
ditioiis are decidedly more favorable. In 
the extreme nf)rtli <f'iitral portion very 
heavy showers and thundertKorms rc- 
carred, cauBing considerable danafie in 
■ome localities. 

Wheat threshinsr is prRCtically com- 
pleted and the repurtH hIiow that the 
crop was very satisfactory, as a whole. 

In the western section the droath is 
ibjaring tobacco and corn, in some lo- 
calitiea qaite aeriotisly ; but in the cen- 
tral and eastern sections the outlook for 
these crops is mncli mote favornhle. 
Considerable tobacco is beintt cut and 
housed, and there is a tendency to ripen 
prematurely. Corn is niatnrinc (|'iite 
rapiilly and will he safe from frost enilicr 
than was expected. 

Plowing for nheat has been stopped 
by the hot weather, but farm work ie 
generally well up. 

In a few localities tobacco worm« are 
doing some damatie, but tlie crop id 
generally very free from insects.
